CONSCRIPTING 
CAPITAL 


Constructive suggestions ought to 
; have more merit than the one offered 
| by Hon. R. B. Bennett, K.C., for the 
repayment of the national debt of 
Canada. Mr. Benett’s broad idea of 
taking soon the first steps towards 
a definite policy of debt repayment 
has points in its favor, but his sug- 
gestion for the manner of doing it is 
hardly what is to be expected nor- 
mally from Mr. Bennett, a man of 
large private interests, 

Mr. Bennett would force the insur- 
ance companies and the banks to in- 
vest a portion of their assets in four 
per cent. bonds of the Dominion. 
Make them take up each year enough 
of these bonds to provide funds to 
meet maturing issues, This would, 
in time, reduce the interest rate on 
Dominion government loans from five 
per cent, and more to four per cent.
